Compared to the document GB-A-499024 as nearest prior art, which describes a 
separator for a multiphasic fluid having a helical flow path, claim 1 as main novel 
feature prescribes an annular main bore with outlets for each of the fluids to be 
separated. The novel feature provides a simpler device for separation of subsea 
hydrocarbons. As all the documents cited in the search report teach the use of 
spiral or helical flow to separate a multiphase fluid, claim 1 as non-obvious 
alternative is considered to meet the requirements of Article 33(2) and 33(3) PCT. 
The industrial applicability is evident (Article 33(4) PCT). 
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
